WILTSIURES GREAT DAY, 


REGIMENTAL CELEBRATIONS NELD. 


In the mental calendar of members 
of the 2nd Battalion of the Wilt- 
shite Regiment to-day is not merely 

* the Sth of July. -Itis *Trones Wood” 
Vay—the fifth anniversary of the 
memorable, costly assault in which
